But you will readily ſee what Regard ought to be paid to this Kind of Evidence; for if George Sguire's Evidence, 
that his Mother, Siſter and himſelf were at Abbotſtury on the 1ſt of Fanuary, Sc. is a falſe Evidence, as his Pre- 
varications ſtrongly evince it to be, it will naturally follow, that, this Link being broken, the reſt of the Chain can- 
not hold together, fince no one Witneſs of them all was mare capable of ſpeaking Truth than George Squires, if the 
Fact itfelf he ſpoke to was founded in Truth, and this Fatt lig, it is no ſtrained Inference that the other Facts 
ſtand unſupported too.
